While Bracken no 
longer has the amount of 
dairy cow or goat farms 
we once had, all Brack¬ 
en Countians realize the 
importance of milk in a 
healthy diet.

tend to be easier to digest 
because they are not as 
large as those found in 
cow’s milk. However, 
those with lactose intoler¬ 
ance or milk allergy may 
or may not tolerate goat’s 
milk any better than cow’s 
milk. Goat’s milk can be 
found in full and lower- 
fat varieties.” 

So, no matter the dairy 
source, milk is a delicious 
way to consume the daily 
nutrients everyone needs 
to grow a strong, healthy 
body.

Sciences, she talks of the 
many variety of sources 
for dairy milk, including 
animals such as camels, 
water buffalo, sheep, 
goat and cows, as well as 
non-dairy milk from nuts, 
beans, and grains. 

She goes on to say, 
“Dairy milk, which comes 
from animals, is a good, 
natural source of many 
vitamins and minerals 
including calcium. In ad¬ 
dition, it is often fortified 
with vitamins A and D.” 

In her article, Ms. 
Mason has this to say 
about the nutritional com¬ 
parison of Cow’s Milk vs 
Goats’ Milk: 

“Cow’s Milk comes 
in a variety of options 
from whole (no less than 
3.25 percent milk fat), 
2%, 1%, non-fat, butter¬ 
milk, flavored, dry and a 
variety of creams. It is a 
good source of high-qual¬ 
ity protein and contains 
calcium. It is usually for¬ 
tified with vitamins A and 
D. 

Goat’s Milk is a good 
source of high-quality 
protein that is higher in 
calcium, vitamin B6, po¬ 
tassium and niacin than 
cow’s milk. It does not 
contain as much B12 or 
folate as cow’s milk. The 
fat globules in goat’s milk

Bruce Carlson, Presi¬ 
dent of Carlson Software, 
continues to promote the 
rich heritage of the Buf¬ 
falo Trace area with his 
newest edition to Lime¬ 
stone Park, Maysville, 
KY. The two life sized 
bronze sculptures, a fe¬ 
male buffalo, cow, and 
her calf, were created by 
Sam McKinney. They are 
in the right hand comer 
of the park as if coming 
up from the river. Locat¬ 
ed directly behind them is 
the River Valley Hunting 
Grounds mural with the 
Indians and buffalo. The 
mural is the perfect back¬ 
drop for the buffalo. 

Carlson heard about 
McKinney through an¬ 
other local artist, James 
D. Werline. He had hired 
Werline to do some work 
for the lobby of his cor¬ 
porate office. “When I 
mentioned to “Skip” my 
interest in doing two buf¬ 
falo, he pointed me to 
Sam McKinney of More- 
head. Sam and Skip took 
art classes together at 
Morehead State Univer¬ 
sity,” Carlson said. 

Carlson created 
Limestone Park to further 
enhance the aesthetics 
of downtown Maysville. 
“It serves as an invit¬ 
ing point of entry to the 
business district,” Carl¬ 
son stated. “The city of 
Maysville made the first 
move by creating Lime¬ 
stone Landing, bring¬ 
ing in the French Quar¬ 
ter Hotel and painting the 
murals on the flood wall

“Before the damning of 
the Ohio River, there ap¬ 
parently were low water 
rapids here in Maysville 
by Limestone Landing.

es tall at the hump. Sam 
spent time studying buf¬ 
falo on a friend’s farm, 
making sure his sculp¬ 
tures were anatomically 
correct. Once the mar- 
quette was approved, he 
began the long process of 
sculpting them life-size in 
clay. They then go from 
clay to mbber to plaster to 
be able to pour the molten 
bronze in before creating 
the finished product. The 
buffalo came from the 
foundry in pieces. Sam 
states, “It was like put¬ 
ting a jigsaw puzzle to¬ 
gether of my own work.” 
After welding the pieces 
together, he cleaned them 
and sand blasted them 
before applying the pati¬ 
na and lacquer.

Thoughts and Meditations 
from the Scriptures 


STUDY 

The discipline of study is an important part of 
one’s religious formation. Anyone who is serious 
about religion should take the time to study and 
think about the central texts and tenets of their 
religion. Study consists of several elements, the 
first of which is repetition. One rarely learns 
anything on the first reading, and most books 
require several readings, including reading 
with commentaries or other aids to understand 
what is being said. A second element of study is 
concentration, the ability to focus. One needs to 
delve deeply into the area of study without being 
distracted by extraneous matters. Trying to study 
while music is playing or one has other things 
on one’s mind dissipates concentration. After 
repeated and concentrated studying, one should 
understand the subject matter, which is the third 
element of study. And finally, one needs to reflect 
on what one has understood. How does this new 
knowledge affect one’s life and one’s relationship 
with God? The purpose of study, as with all the 
spiritual disciplines, is to transform one’s life. 
One shouldn’t just study for the purpose of 
knowing more facts, and certainly not for the 
purpose of showing off how much one knows, 
but rather to make oneself a better person, and to 
have a better understanding of one’s place in the 
cosmos. - Christopher Simon

signs”. If officials want¬ 
ed to enforce this section 
of law, it would be quite 
simple to find the guilty 
party as yard sale signs 


advertise the exact loca¬ 
tion of the yard sale! Not 
only are these signs ille¬ 
gal, after the initial date 
of the event they become 
obsolete. After a few 
weeks of hanging on a 
pole or road sign, they 
become quite weathered 
and trashy looking. At 
some point, the wind fi¬ 
nally rips them off their 
perch and the signs be¬ 
come litter! Almost ev¬ 
eryone enjoys yard sales 
and legally placed sig¬ 
nage is a necessity to the 
success of the event, but 
please be responsible and 
remove these signs as part 
of the process of clos¬ 
ing down the yard sale. 
Whomever is in charge 
of the advertising should 
make a list of the signs’ 
location so that they can 
be quickly removed. Co¬ 
operation by all citizens 
keeps our county looking 
clean and inviting! 

Keeping Bracken 
clean is the responsibility 
of all citizens! This in¬ 
cludes refusing to litter, 
keeping our surroundings 
free of trash and keep¬ 
ing our yards mowed 
and trimmed. As with 
the placement of signs
